(a) Where the Collector has under paragraph 1P.(2) of 
the Supplementary Instructions, allowed a manu- 
facturer, the use of gate passes to cover removals, 
the Factory Officer should see that the manu- 
facturer submits the certified copies of the 
packing slips or specification sheets prescribed 
in paragraph 31 along with the relative Gate 
Passes.
